The deaths from pneumonia of Dr. Ed- 
ward C. Runge, Ohristian Niedringhaus 
and numerous others in the past three 
days, the narrow escape of Health Com- 
imissidner Simon from the same disease, and 
reports fvom all over the city of serious 
cases of the malady, show that pneumonia 
has suddenly become alarmingly prevalent. 

Physicians attribute the wnusual number 
of cases to the two days of very mild 
weather that prevailed last week, followed 
by a recurrence of cold weather, and to 
the growing popularity of hot drinks, tem- 
perance and otherwise. 

While the ‘temperature was high last 
Friday and Saturday people were deluded

CHINESE. HUSBAND 
HELO FOR MURD 


Police Declare There Is No Doubt That 
He Killed His White Wife Witia : 
a Narcotic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—That Lillian Lee 
Chang, a 20-year-old American girl, was 
Slain in cold blood by her Chinese hus- 
band as she lay asieep in bed is now the 
firm bellef of the police who have been 
investigating the circumstances surround- 
ing her death in the Chinese boarding 
house at 332 Clark street, Monday night. 
Following fresh evidence secured by De- 
tectives Flannery and Crughs yesterday, 
Lee Chang was booked on a charge of 
murder in the Harrison street police station 
yesierday. 

The exact method used to slay the girl is 
still a mystery. It Is believed that she was 
tightly wrapped in the covering of tne bed 
in which she lay asleep and then forced two 
inhale the fumes of some poisonous nar- 
cotic, the nature of which is unknown to 
the physicians who examined the body. 
The circumstantial evidence pointiag to the 
fact that the Chinese husband is the mur- 
derer {ts considered by the police over- 
whelming. 

For weeks the girl lived In fear of her 
life. Less than a week ago she appealed to 
the police of the Harrison street station for 
rotection, which, the police say, was ro- 
used. Two days before her death Deterc- 
tive Flannery found her cowering in terror 
at the entrance to the rooming house where 
she lived, She begged him to arrest the 
Chinaman, who, she declared, had brutally 
beaten and threatened to kill her. 

‘For God's sake, save me from that fiend. 
I have no friends. He has ruined me, and 
now he will kill me if you do not gave me,” 
was her prayer, but the police could find no 
evidence to warrant an arrest. Two days 
later she was found dead in her: room, the 
body tightly bound in bed clothes 

Lee Chang told the police the zirls name 
was Lillian Russell, but a search »f his ef- 
fects revealed the fact that her real name 
wus Nettie Morgan, and that she came 
from Pittsburg.
